I.  According  to  the  custom  heretofore  in  force,  which  leaves  to  the 
Cominander-in-Ohief  and  the  Department  Commanders  the  fixing  of  the 
date  of  the  Reunion,  the  Lieutenant  General  Commanding  announces  that 
the  Twenty-second  Annual  Reunion  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans 
will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Macon,  Ga.,  on  May  7,  8  and  9,  1912,  Tuesday, 
Wednesday  and  Thursday,  respectively,  those  days  having  been  named 
by  our  host  as  satisfactory. 

For  a  second  time  in  the  history  of  this  Association,  the  patriotic 
people  of  the  great  State  of  Georgia  ask  that  the  survivors  of  the 
Southern  armies  be  their  guests,  and  promise  that  our  sojourn  in  their 
midst  shall  be  full  of  pleasure. 

No  State  of  the  Union  can  present  for  admiration  such  an  array 
of  noble  names:  Gordon  and  Evans  (both  Commanders  of  the  U.  C.  V.), 
Stephens,  Cobb,  McLaws,  Young,  Wright,  Bartow,  Toombs,  Longstreet, 
Kell,  Walker,  Lamar,  Bulloch,  Twiggs,  Tatnall  (the  great  naval  officer 
who  is  said  to  have  shed  tears  when  informed  that  he  was  too  old  to 
have  charge  of  a  Confederate  gunboat  on  the  high  seas),  and  numbers  of 
other  great  and  gallant  men. 

By  her  thousands  of  Confederate  historic  spots,  by  the  fields  of 
battle,  where  the  Southron  manfully  met  his  foe,  by  the  homes,  shelter¬ 
ing  her  women  and  children,  ruthlessly  destroyed  by  Sherman’s  hordes, 
Georgia  presents  many,  many  points  to  attract  the  deepest  interest  of 
all  Confederates  and  their  loyal  descendants.  Let  us  all  gather  around 
her  shrine  and  show  the  glorious  people  of  this  glorious  Statd  that  we 
value  far  beyond  the  power  of  expression  her  patriotic  devotion  to  the 
Confederacy  and  will  forever  sacredly  treasure  tlie  sufferings  by  which 
she  proved  her  loyalty  to  the  Stars  and  Bars. 

The  City  of  Macon  nestles  among  the  lovely  hills  of  Georgia  and  is 
filled  with  the  wealth,  intelligence,  worth  and  social  standing  of  the 
South;  and  each  citizen  promises  that  nothing  shall  be  lacking  to  add  to 
the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  those  who  once  were  in  the  armies  of 
the  Confederacy.  The  Lieutenant  General  Commanding,  then,  urges  all 
his  beloved  comrades  to  make  an  effort  to  take  part  in  this  Reunion. 

II.  The  Lieutenant  General  Commanding  with  much  pleasure  an¬ 
nounces,  at  the  request  of  its  most  energetic  president,  Mrs.  W.  J.  Behan, 
that  the  Confederated  Southern  Memorial  Association^  will  hold  its  meet¬ 
ing  at  the  same  time. 

III.  The  Lieutenant  General  Commanding  sincerely  hopes  that  the 
press  of  the  entire  country  will  endeavor  to  stir  up  interest  in  the  coming 
meeting,  and  to  this  end  he  requests  that  this  Order  be  published,  and 
editorial  comment  made  thereon.

Camp  Isaac  R.  Trimble  No.  1025,  Baltimore,  Md.,  has  issued  a  cir¬ 
cular  “To  Confederate  Comrades  Everywhere/’  “to  solicit  and  urge 
the  individual  interposition  of  Confederate  Veterans  everywhere — with 
all  their  following — to  persistently  and  vigorously  advocate  the  choice  of 
Baltimore  for  the  Democratic  National  Convention  in  1912.”  That 
this  is  addressed  to  all  Comrades  and  presumably  sent  to  all  Camps  of 
TJ.  C.  V.  makes  it  imperative  that  the  action  herein  taken  be  embraced  in 
a  General  Order  to  reach  every  Comrade. 

Gen.  A.  C.  Trippe,  Commanding  Maryland  Division,  is  hereby  directed 
to  advise  Camp  Isaac  R.  Trimble  of  his  Division  that  the  action  cited 
in  the  foregoing  paragraph  is  in  violation  of  our  Constitution,  Art.  IX, 
Sec.  1,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“ARTICLE  IX. — Section  1.  No  discussion  of  political  or  religious 
subjects,  nor  any  political  action,  or  endorsing  of  aspirants  for  political 
office,  shall  be  permitted  within  the  Federation  of  United  Confederate 
Veterans.  ” 

Politics  must  be  kept  out  of  the  U.  C.  V.  or  our  beloved  federation 
will  be  wrecked.

The  Lia-at.- General  Commanding  advises  his  Comrades  that 
they  hs-ve  been  offered  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Union 
Veterans  the  hand  of  peace  and  amity,  with  such  cordiality,  fairness 

~  ind  consideration,  that  they  should  know  it,  and  he  thinks  should 
accept  and  grasp  it. 

The  great  State  of  Pennsylvania  has  decided  to  celebiate 
with  due  dignity  and  importance  in  July,  1913,  'the  Fiftieth  Anni¬ 
versary  of  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg.  Pennsylvania  appointed  a 
Commission  to  carry  out  this  plan.  This  Commission  has  pre¬ 
sented  the  matter  to  Congress.  At  the  meetings  in  Washington, 
January  11  and  12,  your  Commander  was  so  fraternally  and 
urgently  invited  that  he  felt  he  would  be  faithless  to  your  best 
interests  were  he  not  to  accept.  He  therefore  did  so,  and  was  met 
by  his  once  enemies  so  cordially  as  to  disarm  prejudice,  and  make 
him  feel  that  they  were  honestly  desirous  of  commemorating  a 

peace  with  which  the  soothing  hand  of  time  has  blessed  our 
country. 

The  plan  has  been  submitted  to  every  State  of  the  Union, 
and  all  have  agreed  to  take  part.  The  Representatives  appointed 
by  the  various  States  of  our  Confederacy  are :  Alabama,  Capt.  Dan¬ 
iel  Partridge;  Arkansas,  General  J.  P\  Smith;  Florida,  General  E. 
M.  Taw;  Georgia, -General  Clement  A.  Evans  (since  dead)  ; 'Ken¬ 
tucky,  Colonel  Andrew  Cowan;  Eouisiana,  Capt.  J.  B.  Sinnott ;

Mississippi,  General  W.  A.  Montgomery;  Missouri,  A.  G.  Peter¬ 
sen;  North  Carolina,  Sergeant  John  C.  Scarborough;  South 
Carolina,  General  James  W.  Moore;  Tennessee,  Honorable  Luke 
E.  Wright;  Texas,  Col.  R.  M.  Aynne;  Virginia,  Dr.  Rawley  W. 
Martin. 

Other  States  not  in  the  Confederacy,  but  having  Divisions,  as 
West  Virginia,  Maryland,  Oklahoma,  etc.,  likewise  have  repre¬ 
sentation. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  first  day  shall  be  Veterans’  Day,  when 
all  surviving  soldiers  of  the  war  of  the  South  and  of  the  North  will 

be  invited  guests,  and  the  control  thereof  to  be  under  the  joint 
direction  of  the  Commanders -in -Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  and  United  Confederate  Veterans.  It  is  further  proposed, 
that  on  each  day  all  such  Veteran  soldiers  shall  be  official  guests, 
and  shall  be  provided  seats  at  all  official  functions.  Comrades,  is 
not  that  true  comradeship? 

On  the  last  day  it  is  proposed  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  a 
Peace  Memorial.  This  day’s  ceremonies  will  be  presided  over  by 
the  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  our  Confed¬ 
erate  comrade,  and  the  laying  of  the  Corner-Stone  will  be  done  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  it  is  within  the  range  of 
possibility  that  he  may  be  a  Southern  man,  perhaps  the  son  of  a 
Confederate  Soldier. 

Your  Commander  feels  that  the  time  has  come,  when,  by 
invitation  of  our  one  time  foes,  we  can  unite  with  them  in  celebrat¬ 
ing  that  permanent  peace,  which  we  pray  may  forever  bless  this 
our  great  and  glorious  Country.  Not  the  Country  for  which  we 
fought,  but  that  which  has  arisen  from  the  ashes  of  that  great 

revolution  and  the  Country  in  which  we  have  our  homes  and  fire¬ 
sides  and  that  Country  which  we  will  teach  our  children  ever  to 
love,  maintain  and  be  proud  of. 
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Every  Camp  is  urged  to  take  immediate  action,  particularly 
those  in  States  whose  legislatures  do  not  meet  in  1913,  to  bring  this 
most  important  matter  to  the  attention  of  their  respective  legisla¬ 
tures  to  secure  endorsement  and  appropriations.  Each  State  can 
show  its  approval  of  the  liberal  patriotic  aim  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Commission,  by  being  properly  represented  in  this  epochal  event. 

When  attending  the  recent  conference,  and  reciprocating  for 
himself  and  his  comrades,  the  friendly  advances  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Commission,  your  Commander  was  obliged  to  act  without 
official  consultation  with  his  United  Confederate  Veteran  Comrades. 
But  as  he  was  sure  that  his  course  of  action  was  for  a  high  and 
noble  purpose  and  be  consistent  with  the  lofty  promptings  of  your 
hearts,  he  took  the  responsibility,  believing  that  you  would  endorse 
him,  and  hold  up  his  hands. 

May  our  gray  heads  rest  in  peace  in  those  graves  which  will 
spon  claim  us,  with  the  satisfaction  that  we  have  contributed  to 

bringing  to  our  country  the  blessings  of  peace  and  good  will.  Uet 
us  bury  deep  and  forever,  all  bitterness,  but  never  fail  to  perpetuate 
the  glorious  history  of  that  record  of  high  duty  superbly  done  by 
you  in  your  young  manhood.

The  need  for  an  Official  Confederate  Reunion  Badge 
that  will  locate  the  wearer  by  Division,  Camp  and  place  of 
residence  has  been  keenly  felt  by  every  Veteran  who  has 
ever  attended  a  reunion  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans’ 
Association.  Such  a  badge  the  Adjutant-General  is  now 
prepared  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Veterans  and  the 
Camps  at  a  nominal  price. 

Heretofore  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Division  and 
of  each  Camp  to  have  badges  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
members.  This  entailed  a  double  expense,  multiplied  badges, 
and  created  no  end  of  confusion,  in  addition  to  the  annoy¬ 
ance  to  the  Veterans,  the  Adjutants  of  Camps  and  of  Di¬ 
visions.  There  was  no  uniformity  in  size,  shape  or  color; 
in  many  instances  the  location  of  the  Camp  was  omitted, 
and  rarely,  if  ever,  did  the  Division  appear  on  the  Camp 
badge.  Local  badges  were  frequently  exchanged  between 
comrades,  and,  where  several  badges  were  worn,  it  was  im¬ 
possible  to  tell  from  them  to  what  Camp  or  Division  the 
Veteran  belonged. 

The  Official  Badge  overcomes  this  difficulty,  and  locates 
the  wearer  at  a  glance. 

The  badge  consists  of  a  celluloid  flag  of  blue,  with  a 
white  star  in  the  center  (“The  Bonnie  Blue  Flag,  which 
Bears  a  Single  Star”),  on  which  is  the  head  of  Gen.  Jno.  B. 
Gordon,  First  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  U.  C.  V.  Above 
and  below  the  star  are  the  words  “Macon,  Ga.,  Reunion  LT. 


C.  V.,  May  7,  8,  9,  1912.”  The  ribbon  pendant  is  made  in 
Confederate  colors — red,  white  and  red — and  on  it  are 
printed  in  clear,  distinct  letters  the  name  of  the  Division, 
the  place  where  the  Camp  is  located,  and  the  name  and  num¬ 
ber  of  the  Camp.  A  fair  idea  may  be  had  from  the  illustra¬ 
tion  herein. 

It  is  neat  and  comprehensive.  It  tells  the  story  at  a 
glance,  and  will  make  a  most  desirable  souvenir  of  the  Re¬ 
union.  The  badges  can  be  arranged  to  suit  the  Staff  of  the 
various  Commanders. 

These  badges  will  be  suplied  at  the  following  prices: 
For  less  than  five,  thirty  cents  each ;  six  to  fifty,  twenty-five 
cents  each;  in  lots  of  fifty-one  and  up  to  one  hundred,  at 
twenty-two  cents  each ;  in  lots  of  one  hundred  and  upwards, 
at  twelve  and  one-half  cents  each.  At  these  prices  the  badges 
are  easily  within  the  reach  of  every  Camp  and  Veteran,  and 
each  comrade  should  have  one  as  a  pleasing  reminder  of  the 
Reunion. 

As  the  Official  Badge  can  be  procured  at  General  Head¬ 
quarters  only,  orders  should  be  sent  in  at  once,  so  that  de¬ 
lays  and  disappointments  can  be  avoided.  Fill  out  the  en¬ 
closed  order  blank  and  forward  with  money  order  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  the  badges  will  be  sent  direct  from  the  fac¬ 
tory.  Do  not  confuse  this  Badge  with  the  Delegate's  But¬ 
ton.  The  Delegates'  Buttons  are  given  to  Delegates  only, 
that  they  may  gain  admission  to  that  part  of  the  hall  re¬ 
served  for  Delegates.  You  can  buy  as  many  Reunion  Badges 
as  you  wish.
